Banks Pay 


Taxes for 
I 
Depositors 


Who ever heard of pa)mg taxes 
for someone else? Ohio’s com mer- j 
cia! banks do just that by paying 
a tax imposed by t ie state on their 
depositors’ accounts. 
Over fifty-seven per cent of the 
intangible property taxes, on de­ 
posits and capital paid by finan­ 
cial institutions in Ohio during the 
calendar year 
1962 came 
from 
commercial bnaks. That fact was 
reported recently by Stanley 
J, I 
Bowers, state tax commissioner, j 
In Pickaway county, local banks! 
paid $41,707 for their depositors 
and $5,959 on their capital. 
Out of a total of $30,951,892 col­ 
lected from all financial institu­ 
tions, banks alone paid $17,683,822. 
The bulk of this amount, the 
sum of $15,515,741, was paid by 
commercial banks on their depo­ 
sits. In reality, this tax is im­ 
posed by the state on the deposit­ 
or, but practically all banks in the 
slate absorb it for their customers. 
Tlw same is true of the tax on 
shares of stock This amounted to 
$?. 168,081 during the current year 
and it, too, was absorbed by the 
banks. 
Both the deposits tax and the 
share tax on commercial banks 
have shown a constant increase 
down through the years, except 
for a brief period when a change 
in the law was made necessary 
by a Supreme Court decision ques­ 
tioning the constitutionality of the 
share tax. 
In 1951, banks paid for their de­ 
positors the total of $11,152,703 as 
contrasted to this year’s total of 
more than $13,500,000. 
The share tax 
has grown to 
over $2,000,000 per year current- 
ly from a figure just slightly more 
than $1,000,000 in 1951. *

A defecting Communist Chinese embas­ 
sy security officer says the Peking govern­ 
ment is extremely fearful of a mainland 
uprising sparred by an attack by Chiang 
Kai-shek.

Chiang’s forces,

and combat-ready. If Chao’s account is 
even partly accurate, Chiang’s invasion 
chances might be the best they have been 
yet.

It holds that the upcoming 
federal budget should be ainus! at

growth.

might increase the volume of U.S. 
imports, and thus could deepen 
the balance of payments deficit, 
the increased prosperity of the na

permit them to buy more from 
America and hold the deficit in 
check—or so the OECD argues. 
It considers further inflation in 
the United States as a result of a 
moderate Treasury deficit as fair­

Tax cut expectation has buoyed 
business spirits, the Morgan G uar­ 
anty Trust Co. of New York says 
in its December survey, out to­ 
day, hut it also notes some con­ 
gressional 
opposition 
to

budget deficits. The hank econo­ 
mists would like to see “ a reason­ 
able balance between the desira­ 
bility of stimulating the economy 
and the need to k«*ep th budget 
deficit within bounds.” 
The hankers would like to see

And they think tax cutting in two 
or more stages would put some

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California Educational Shift 
Will Be Watched by Nation 


LOS ANGELES (AP)—It’s noses 
to the grindstone for California 
school youngsters from now on— 
and learn those three R's. 
Dr. Max Rafferty, a blunt, two 
fisted foe of the “life adjustment” 
theory of education, becomes state 
superintendent of public instruc­ 
tion on Jan. 7. 
What happens thereafter in one 
of the world's biggest school sys­ 
tems could influence school poli­ 
cies in the nation. Educators and 
millions of parents will be watch 
ing. 
Progressive education, a trend 
throughout much of the country 
since the 30s, is on its way out 
in California.

frills as basket weaving aimed at 
developing “the total child,” as 
advocates put it. 
What’s in store for California 
school children if he gets his way? 
A stronger emphasis on subject 
matter. He calls it the “conserva­ 
tive revolution in education.” or 
sometimes “education for surviv­ 
al ” It means, says Rafferty, edu­ 
cation in depth. 
Specifically, 
Rafferty 
advo­ 
cates: 
Use of the phonics system in 
teaching reading; stressing of the 
great heroes, stories and facts of 
American history from the first 
grade; encouraging youngsters to 
read the children’s classics; aban­ 
donment of group psychological 
tests now given in many districts; 
scrapping of the terms 
“social 
studies” and “language arts” and 
a return to teaching of specific 
subjects such as geography and 
history; memorization and drill in 
subjects such as historical dates 


and names of great significance, 
the multiplication tables and num­ 
ber combinations, 
and 
passages 
from great works of prose and 
poetry; 
and 
teaching 
of 
basic ! 
principles of the American Fee 
enterprise system. 
He is cool toward federal aid 
to education, strong on local con­ 
trol and believes teachers should 
be intellectual and cultural lead­ 
ers in their communities.
